ROBBERY WAS SENSATIONAL. 


• ' S A N FRANCISCO, Dec. 25. — The 
Alaska steamship bullion robbery of 
September, 1910, was one of the most 
sensational cases brought to public 
attention by the federal authorities, 
The preliminary arrests 
and 
trials 


were made in San Francisco and. the 
arrest of a woman alleged to have 
been in the conspiracy and her de- 
termined denials on the stand added 
an air of romance to the case. 
The robbery was discovered on Sep- 


tember 11 1910, when the steamer 
Humboldt, 
bound 
from 
Fairbanks, 


Alaska, to Seattle, arrived in port and 
it was found that three boxes which 
were sealed by the authorities In the 
shipping port as containing gold bul- 
lion were opened and found to. contain 
nothing but lead weights. 


Three men and one woman were ar- 


rested in a Howard-street hotel in this 
city on December 10, 1910. They gave 
their names as EJ. L. Smith, Margaret 
Smith, "Bib Tex" "Woodson and "Little 
Tex" Woodson. 
In their rooms were 


discovered much of the bullion taken 
from the Humboldt. 


Shepard, 'the purser of the Hum- 


boldt was brought to San Francisco 
but refused to identify any of those 
arrested as having been passengers on 
the Humboldt. Since that time he has 
been under -surveillance by detectives 
and his arrest in Seattle was the re- 
sult of constant espionage. 


Tho'theofy of tho detectives was that 
three men and Margaret Henry had 
booked passage on. tho Humboldt, and 
that tho Honry woman, of attractive 
appearance, paid 
attention to 
tho 


purser arid kept him from his office 
while the other conspirators entered, 
opened 'the safe and substituted lead 
bullion for gold.

Oafr/and's Merry Christmas. 


THE TRIBUNE extends today a cordial Christmas greeting to 


its subscribers, patrons and readers wherever located and what- 
ever sphere of life they may occupy, trusting that the great ana 
universal holiday of Christendom may be truly merry for one and 
all and that the coming new year maybe happier and more pros- 
perous to them than the one now drawing to a close. 


The Christmas season of 1912 bhould be red-lettered in the 


California calendar of years, for, while the State is invariably 
Savored in Christmastide weather conditions when compared with 
othe^ parts of the Union, this year it has been exceptionally 
blessed with the most geneious gifts of Nature bestowed by the 
hands of a kind Providence. Indeed, to all classes of society en- 
gaged in the multifarious forms o£ human activities m the State 
this Christmastide should surely, above all others of its pre- 
decessors, be a time for genuine rejoicing, for uninterrupted pxos- 
perity has crowned all their efforts and favored all their plans. 
No fall and early winter season more favorable to every industrial 
and commercial interest in California could have been made to 
order, if such had been possible. The rains have fallen just at the 
time and in the exact volume that those engaged in the tillage of 
the soil desired, thus laying the foundation for another year of 
plentiful crops to follow. And for Christmas trading, upon which 
the merchant, manufacturer and every other business man or 
woman depends so much for the substantial results of the year's 
effort, the weather m California has been everything that could 
be desired. 


Oakland merchants have certainly good reason to be grateful 


and merry this Christmas day, for they have never in any previ- 
ous year enjoyed such a big and profitable trade. 
Christmas 


shopping began early in the season and it was kept up without 
a day's interruption until the hour of closing Christmas eve, for 
the weather has been ideal for shopping for weeks. 


Oakland and the east bay shore cities have special reason for 


rejoicing this year because of the preservation of their autonomy 
through the overwhelming defeat of the constitutional measure 
initiated by San Francisco which menaced their integrity and all 
they possessed of value. And for thi^ blessing they owe a debt 
of gratitude to the people of the State 'generally for the splendid 
manner in which they rallied to the support of the Alameda 
County League—a strictly Oakland organization—which bore the 
brunt of the battle against San Francisco's dishonest aggression. 
MOW that the people of the State have vetoed emphatically San 
Francisco's irrational ambitions for territorial expansion and a 


- ^commercial and political monopoly, it should give positive security 


to the east bay shore cities for all time against any repetition of 
the attempt to raid its neighbors to carry out its own selfish 
purposes. 


Oakland has much to be grateful for also at this Christmastide 


for the status of its harbor improvements. The realization of the 
dreams of over half a century is centered in them. And these 
improvements are now so far advanced that the realization of the 
long dream of commercial independence and prosperity is assured 
in fact within the coming year. Then the formal opening of the 
Hotel Oakland during this Christmas weelc is anotheV enterprise 
for whose unqualified .success Oakland has special reason at this 
time to rejoice, for it is now placed more conspicuously than ever 
on the map and the world's knowledge and interest in the city 
will grow with the passing years through the agency of the pro- 
cession of tourists which is certain to follow henceforth in one 
unbroken line through the beautiful caravansary's corridors and 
halls and spread the fame of! Oakland's climate and natural attrac- 
tions to all parts of the earth. Why should not this be Oakland's 
Merry Christmas? 


The efforts to suppress the insurrection in Mexico are quite as

A wasted and depopulated country cannot be 
prosperous. Yet the hopeless feature of the situation is not the 
cruelty and inhumanity displayed on both sides, but the utter lack 
of patriotism and the contempt for order and the welfare of the 
country. The contending factions are ruining the country with 
barbarian indifference to future consequences. 
After nearly a 


century of trial the people of Mexico are showing a fatal incapac- 
ity for self-government. 


Clear sky, warm sunshine, crisp air, green grass, flowers (wild 


and domesticated) abloom galore in the open, not a speck of snow 
within a hundred miles in any direction, is the kind of Christmas 
which Oakland is enjoying today as usual, and that is sufficient 
reason in itself for making it really merry.

Discoverer of California's Desert Wealth, 


The impending conflict over the possession of Searles Lake, 


near Death Valley, is bringing the early history of the south- 
eastern desert region of California and the discovery of its great 
mineral wealth conspicuously into the limelight. The Mojave 
and Colorado deserts had a wonderful fascination for a class of 
adventurous mining prelectors over forty yuirs ago who were 
imbued with a desire to relocate the lost "Gunsight" ledge. The 
"Gunsight" and its fabulous richness was one of the most alluring 
of the desert romances. Whether a golden myth or a reality, it 
was the direct cause of innumerable desert tragedies, for the 
floor of the trackless and waterless waste is paved with the 
bleached bones of luckless prospectors and burros who lost their 
way and perished of thirst. 


One of the most persistent of the desert prospectors of forty 


or fifty years ago was Josh Talbot, a tramp printer, well known 
throughout the southern country. Talbot had the desert fever. 
Whenever he could persuade any one to grub-stake him he would 
disappear into the mysterious solitude of the Mojave or Colorado 
desert, emerging months later with ore specimens which assured 
him a new outfit. 


On one of his return trips to Los Angeles from Mojave desert, 


in the winter of 1871-72, Josh visited the office of the News (on 
whose wreckage the Los Angeles Times has been built) He was 
as mellow as a lord and as loquacious as he was mellow. He told 
the story, between hiccoughs, of a curious lake he had discov- 
ered, indefinitely describing its location near Maricopa Springs. 
The beach on one side of the lake was described as being lined 
with a heavy deposit of borax and the other side with soda. 
Without placing much faith in Talbot's story, it was made to fill 
a hole in the local columns of the News. The story attracted the 
attention of A. N. Towne, then general manager of the Central 
and Southern Pacific railroad companies, and it resulted in an in- 
vestigation. At a later date William T. Coleman, a San Francisco 
merchant, took up the matter, located the deposit described by 
Talbot and made the first attempt to develop California's borax 
resources. Subsequently Coleman was financially swamped in a 
raisin speculation. Following his failure his borax properties fell 
into the hands of F. M. Smith, whose genius made a new and 
practically unlimited market for the product and thereby laid the 
foundation of his great fortune. 


But poor Josh Talbot never reaped any benefit from any of 


the discoveries he made on his several prospecting trips into

SURVEYOR. 


The County Surveyor mado no request 


for any changes of any kind in MB office, 
but suggested that a, further saving might 
be effected In tho matter of preparing 
block books If the draftsmen and other 
block book employes employed under tho 
present per diem system were changed 
to a diflnlte number or men employed for 
a definite period. Aftor a careful Inves- 
tigation Into the affairs of iia office, how- 
ever, wo flnd that by the employment or 
one chief draftsman at $176 per month 
and 
the employment of an assistant 


draftsman at' $125 por month, and tho 
emp'.ovrncnt of four assistant draftsmen 
for eight months at $125 per month each, 
instead of one chief draftsman on block 
book work at 36 per day, and such other 
employes on the block books aa may be 
necessary at $4 per day, a better and more 
efficient force can be employed, and that, 
by employing a draftsman and assistant 
draftsmen, as herein suggested, that tho 
present cost of producing the block books 
might be further reduced. We, therefore, 
recommend 
that Instead 
of. one chief 


draftsman at $6 per day. and such other 
employes as are necessary at $4 per day 
on block book work, that there be em- 
ployed tlio following: One chief draftsman 
at 1175 per month; one assistant drafts- 
man at J125 per month: four assistant 
draftsmen for 8 months at S125 per month 


We recommend this change for the 


further reason that under the law as it 
now exists, a County Surveyor could em- 
ploy any number of men for any length 
of time on block book work," whereas, tho 
new schedule limits the help to do this 
work to a. definite amount and will result 
In a saving ot $3077 over the year 1911- 
12 for labor on block books. 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 
The Superintendent ot Schools made no 


request for any change in his office. Up- 
on a careful Investigation of the affairs of 
his office, 
however, we flnd that 
the 


present help !ii the office of the Super- 
intendent of Schools is necessary for tho 
proper conduct of the aftalrs of that of- 
fice 
Wo, therefore, recommend that no 


change be made In the law now fixing 
the number of deputies, tho salaries, foes 
and traveling expenses allowed the Su- 
perintendent of Schools. 


AUDITOR. 


The County Auditor requests that his 


salary be increased from $3600 per annum 
to $4000 per annum. Upon Investigation 
we flnd that the heads of all other county 
offices receive at least $4000 per annum. 


Wt- find upon investigation of the Au- 


ditor's office, that In afldltlon to tho help 
allowed by statute, there are, r,t present, 
employed In his office, two -..i'jrlfta ap- 
pointed by the Board of Supervisors, who 
do tho work of deputies in the Auditor's 
office. 
Wu recommend thai the Auditor s Kfii- 


arv be Increased from $3000 to $4000 por 
nn'num.. We further recommend that. In- 
asmuch ns the two copyists employed by 
tho Board of Supervisors In tho Auditor e 
office arc not reproducing old records, 
that their employment bo discontinued 
and that.
